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DETAILED ACTION - ALLOWANCE 

Claim Status 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicants' submission filed July 29, 2010, in the form of an IDS, has been entered. No 
claims have been amended, cancelled, or newly added. Accordingly, claims 1-3, 5-9, 16-58, 67 
and 143-148 are pending in the application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record describing a recombinant hybrid Ad/ AAV vector, is that of 
Lieber et al. However, Lieber et al. indicated that the packaging of their hybrid vector in a helper 
293 packaging cell line resulted in contaminating Ad.AAV that required subsequent removal. 

Applicants' Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 demonstrates that the instantly claimed 
hybrid virus is superior in producing AAV particles essentially free of contaminating adenovirus, 
following introduction of the hybrid vector into a 293 helper cell line. While the prior art of 
Mountz et al. describes the production of AAV virus with little to no contaminating adenovirus 
present, Mountz et al. require the co-transfection with two separate recombinant adenovirus 
vectors, where the timing and concentration of the two viruses has to be optimized. The prior art 
references supplied by Applicants do not affect the patentability of the instant claims.
